He ran three races there and still was in good lix 
to go to Lexington with Tom Hatfield’s string.

RACING OF A GOOD AMERICAN COLT RECENTLY TAKEN 
TO ENGLAND 



When recently Mr. Louis Winans gave Samuel C. Hildreth a big price for Dalmatian it led to the in- 
ference that lie is not dissatisfied with his experience with his other American thoroughbred. Sir Martin. 
Through the course of a number of years it lias lieen the custom of Mr. Winans to purchase costly speci- 
mens of the American trotter, and their victories have made them well known throughout Europe. That he 
has now turned his attention to our thoroughbreds is gratifying. To a man of his temperament and great 
wealth prices are of small consideration. Had Sir Martin not met that unfortunate accident in the Derby 
of last year and instead proved a Derby winner for Mr. Winans in his first year of trying for the honors of 
that greatest of all races, there is no telling to what lengths it might have led him in the way of gathering 
a great stable in England, with American-bred horses a prominent feature. 

In buying Dalmatian he has acquired our best three-year-old and a good horse. Cnp and handicap rac- 
ing are necessarily all that he can he destined for and it is quite probable that if all goes well with him 
he will lie found essaying the capture of the Gold Cup at Ascot next June, a difficult task and one in which 
Sir Martin came to grief this year. Last year Dalmatian was considered a useful two-year-old, but by no 
means to be classed with Waldo, Sweep. Ocean Bound and Bock.v O’Brien. However, he won the Great 
Trial Stakes. Surf Stakes and the first part of the Double Event in a year when their values were hardly 
a tithe of what they had lieen two years previously. There was, moreover, that in his racing which sug- 
gested steady improvement as the months passed and tiy the end of the racing of 1909 the handicappers 
were rating liftn well up aiming the heavyweights, lie carrying 124 pounds in the Great Eastern Handicap 
at Sheepshcad Bay. Septcmlier 13, and running third to Livonia, 97, and Fanntleroy, 110. The unplaced 
division of tills race was made up of Joe Morris. 112 pounds; Jacqueliua, 105: Scarpia. 107: Lucas Chief. 
108; Chickasaw. 115; Hampton Court. 102: Everett, 92, and Clierryula, 115. This was Dalmatian’s last race 
as a two-year-old and an excellent performance. 

Dalmatian’s early racing this year was not suggestive of superiority among those of his age. he win- 
ning but once in his first five races. But he was ripening and. after four reverses, never again knew de- 
feat. His first start of the year was for a $500 purse at Aqueduct, May 5. The distance was six and a

Starbottle for opponents. Sweep was a 7 to 10 favorite, hut Dalmatian won in 2:07. with Prince Imperial 
second and Sweep third. Sweep carried 120 pounds, the others 122. This was reversing things witli a 
vengeance. His next start was in the Swift Stakes at Sheepshcad Bav. June 20. At the end of a swiftly- 
run seven furlongs Ocean Bound. 125 pounds, was first: Fanntleroy, 110. second, and Dalmatian. 130 third. 
Dalmatian was lieaten five lengths and the time was 1:25%. Two days later he was beaten in the Tidal 
Stakes, at a mile and a quarter. The starters were The Turk. Dalmatian. Prince Imperial and Grasmere 
and the finish was in that order. The Turk winning by four lengths in 2:03%. with Dalmatian second and 
Prince Imperial third. All three carried 119 pounds aud experts now said that The Turk was probably the 
three-year-old of the year. 

But Dalmatian’s time had not arrived, and when five days later the Coney Island Jockey Club Stakes 
at a mile and a half, came up for decision partisans of The Turk were given a great shock. The starters 
were Dalmatian and rite Turk. 129 pounds each; Sager. Martinez and Fauntlerov, 110 each. The Turk went 
to the post a hot favorite at 11 to 20. but after reserving Dalmatian for a mile and a quarter Shilling sent 



120 pounds. At the same track. July 15. he only had Sager as an opponent and beat him at a mile and a 
quarter in a canter, covering the distance in 2:00%. Each carried 120 pounds. So far his races had been 
against horses of his own age. but in his next start he was sent against his elders and in the Yonkers

The next and last home race of this grand young horse was at Saratoga. August 13 This was in the 
Travers Stakes, the oldest event of the American turf for three-year-olds. The track was slow and muddy

NINE-DAYS MEETING AT LEXINGTON IS AUS- 
PICIOUSLY OPENED. 



Track Heavy and Weather Oppressively Warm- 
Countless Wins the Phoenix Hotel Handicap in 
a Canter — J. T. Ireland Takes Two Purses. 



Lexington, Ky., September 20. — The Kentucky As- 
sociation’s fall meeting of nine days, tiie opening 
of which was postponed from yesterday because of 
a terrific rainstorm, began, this afternoon with tha 
weather oppressively warm and the sky at times 
lieclooded. The attendance was estimated at about 
3,500, and it was a gathering nuraiiering visitors 
from other sections of the country besides many of 
the representative people of tiie blue grass region. 
The track had dried out considerably, yet It was 
heavy and at some points holding. The racing on 
tiie whole was of a high order and more than ordi- 
narily interesting, from the spectacular and specu- 
lative standpoints alike. • 

Save from the Phoenix Hotel Handicap, for three- 
yoar-olds and upward at one mile and an eighth, 
which was intended as the feature of the card, there 
were no withdrawals. Before this race the pencil 
came into play so generally that six of the nine

Countless was the favorite and won in so 
common a canter that it could hardly be called a 

attest. The gross value of the stakes was $815. 
of which the winner’s net portion was $528. Han- 
briilge pulled up with his customary lameness. 

The inaugural dash at three-quarters of a mile 
resulted in a betting upset, through the defeat of 
the Oklahoma sprinter. John Griffin II.. and the 
victory of John T. Ireland’s Cherry ola. which won 
easily by two lengths from Lawrence P. Daley, 
owned by W. E. I’ll i 1 1 i j ms. formerlv trainer for 
Fred Cook, with John Griffin II. a tiring third. 

When Stunmrt came witli a rush at the end and 
nosisl out Twilight Queen in the third race Mr. Ire- 
land scored a double. Starport was ridden by tin* 
apprentice boy. J. Moore, whose contract Mr. Ireland 
recently purchased from T. D. Sullivan of New York 
f or $2,500. He is apparently the making of a good 
jockey. 

Samaria, winner of the Kentucky Oaks, ran dis- 
appointirigly in the last race and was not placed, 
Mamie Algol winning easily from Colonel Ashmeade. 
with Alice third. Going down the backstreteh. 
Steinhardt, on Colonel Ashmeade. and L. Williams, 
on Fneeda. engaged in a duel with their whips, on 
account of which the judges suspended lioth jockeys 
for the remainder of the week. 

Just before the racing began. Presiding Judge 
Thomas II. Clay and President D. Gray Falconer 
of the Kentucky Association, who is the associate 
judge, visited the jockey room and made addresses 
to the riders, in which the boys were told that clean 
racing and honest riding are wanted here aud that 
no questionable tactics would be tolerated. 

All the members of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission were present for the "opening. Major 
Daingerfield serving in the stand with the judges as 
the steward to represent tiie commission. 

Mars Cassidy, who was making his first appear- 
ance before a Lexington crowd, got the horses awuv 
ood alignment in every rare save the second, 
tiie start of which had a straggling appearance, due 
rather to the lioys than otherwise. James Stoll, the 
half-brother to It. C. Rann. making his racing debut 
in the third race, refused to break and was all 
but left at the post. Mamie Algol reared up at the 
barrier in the last rare, fell track on her haunches, 
unseated jockey Warren and then at the start was 
nearly knocked down. 

Frank J. Bruen was informed todav of the sudden 
death of his brother John at Salt Lake Citv. Wil- 
liam II. Bruen. former starter and father of the boys, 
sent the message. The liody is now en route to St. 
Louis and will be interred next Friday. John Brnen 
was accounted one of the fastest money takers in 
the bookmaking business. 

J. Hal Wi si dford is negotiating with George Land 
to take over and train some of the Woodford horses 
next season. In the lot is a brother to Pinkola, 
considered a reining eraekerjaek. 

Starter Cassidy ordered that All Bed be put on 
the schooling list. 

Tiie betting, while not heavy, was brisk both in 
the mutuels and the auctions. 

Col. Matt J. Winn. Charles F.’ Grainger and Judge 
Charles F. Price were here for the opening aud 
expressed themselves as well pleased with tiie rac- 
ing and the attendance. “It is a very auspicious 
beginning for what promises to he the best fall 
season ttiat the turf in Kentucky has ever known,” 
remarked Colonel Winn. They will go back to 
Louisville tomorrow. 

Racing Secretary Shelley wore a wreath of smiles 
at the close of t lie day. Everything had gone 
smoothly for him and there were no kinks to be 
straightened out. 

“I am certainly glad I made this trip to Ken- 
tucky.” said Charley Patterson, the one-time trainer 
of Ornament. "I hail an idea when I was leaving 
New York that racing was on its last legs, that the 
sport was dead, lint after what I have seen here 
today. I know that it will soon again lie in the 
ascendency. The pari-mutuel system will prove the 
salvation of racing in the United States.” 

James R. Keene lias returned to New York from 
Lexington, where he was recently stricken with 
pneumonia, from the effects of which he has entirely 
recovered.

Ill* 
lieeanu* an influential member of the Metropolitan 
Turf Association (tiie bookmakers' dull) ami occu- 
pied a prominent place iu all of tiie old hotting 
rings on tin* haul circuit. Several years ago he 
ranght a severe cold and lost his voire. Ills death 
was due to consumption.

New York, September 20. — “There will l»c plenty 
• >f raring in California this winter and of tiie kind 
that will appeal to all lovers of the race horse— 
the high class race horse. The New California 
Jockey < 'lull will offer tdg purses and stakes to 
attract the la'st horses in the country. As the 
courts liHVe decided that oral betting with a stake- 
holder is not against the law. our patrons, if they 
choose to make wagers, can do so without fear of 
molestation. The meeting at Oakland will begin 
NovcnilK-r 12 and will continue without interruption 
until well into next spring.” 

In those words Thomas II. Williams, president of 
tiie New California Jockey Club, today simkc opti- 
mistically of the future of racing in California. 
He had recently arrived from the west and was 
surrounded by a host of friends in tiie corridor of 
the Waldorf-Astoria. 

“The courts of California have decided that when 
two men ImM. a third man. who is not interested in 
the transact ion either directly or indirectly, may 
set as stakeholder without violating the anti-public 
l>etting laws. Those decisions have cleared the rac- 
ing atmosphere of California. They tell just what 
a |M>rson may and may not do regarding hotting, 
bookmakiifg. gambling, etc. As book making was 
abolished tiie minute the laws prohibiting it were 
iwissed, the Oakland track officials insisted on their 
l>a Irons obeying the mandate of the statutes in spirit 
as well as in the letter. 

”Tlie Santa Anita track will not open. But the 
New California Jockey Club will offer in the neigh- 
Imrhood of $250,000 to be raced for during the winter 
meeting, and tlds sum will lie of great benefit to 
the breeding industry of tiie initial States, for 
without money horsemen cannot purchase yearlings 
to replenish their stock, and without wealthy owners 
to buy, the biei-ding of thoroughbreds in this country 
would cease.” __

HOW HEADW0RK WON A GREAT RACE. 



Fred Archer’s Skill as Exemplified in Valour's Vic- 
tory in the Valuable Manchester Cup. 



There tins always Ix-en much argument as to who 
was the greatest jockey in t lie world. Nearly every 
turfman, old and new. lias his idea, hut the eon 
selisus of opinion appears to he that Fred Archer, 
the Englishman, should lie given the honor. Many 
stories are told of the great rider. Init Ids will of 
the Manchester Cup, valued at $50,900, was per- 
haps the greatest race lie ever rode, bringing in a 
horse that few thought had a chance to win. 

Tall of stature and long-legged, Archer rmle with 
His knees as iinirii as with liis hands, llis handwork 
was a conspicuous feature of his career. When lie 
married llie daughter of Matthew Dawson, the cele- 
brated trainer, Archer w - :is at the zenith of his 
fame and the wealthiest jockey in England. Als'iit 
this time. Sir John Astlcy engaged Archer to ride 
liis horse, Peter, in the $50 .ikk> Manchester Cup. 
Peter was by Hermit ami an exceedingly fast horse, 
very erratic. Inn Archer could get more out of him 
than anyone else. As soon as it was known that 
Archer had been engaged, IVter became favorite 
for the race at Ta ter sail's and other centers of 
future betting. 

Tills was nearly a mouth lie fore the race, and as 
Peter’s price shortened. Sir Joint Astlcy called on 
Archer and frankly stated to him that he (Astlcy) 
could not get liis money ou Peter, and asked Archer 
to relinquish the mount in favor id' some other 
jockey not so popular — that lie would put him' 
(Archer) on $5,000 to nothing. 

Archer obliged Sir John as requested, anil the 
latter engaged George Fordham. the famous jockey 
with the “whiskers.” While outwardly Archer 
seemed to take the matter easily, inwardly lie did 
not. Calling on his friend and employer. Captain 
Maeliell, the great jockey told the turfman that 
he was going to make an effort to secure another 
mount in the race anil beat Peter if possible. 

Captain .Maeliell was stopping at Newmarket and 
the two were alone in the captain’s quarters. Iiean- 
ing I sick in liis chair. Hie latter said to Archer: 
“Yes. I don't wonder you feel that way about it. 
and Sir John lmil no business to make such a re- 
quest of you. But where is there a horse in the 
race capable of Ixnitiiig Peter, that way weighted 
and at that distance — a mile and three-quarters V” 
Archer leaned towards liis friend with the ques- 
tion: 

“What have you got in the race, captain V” 
Picking up an envelope from the table near him, 
Maeliell answered: 

“Well. I declared three out last week and here 
is the last one I am mailing to declare out also, 
it is my six-year old horse Valour.” 

Reaching for the envelope Archer astonished the 
eaptain by tearing it into a dozen pieces, apologizing 
as lie did so with: 

"Don’t declare Valour, captain. I'll ride him 
and win the race.” 

Laughing heartily, Maeliell said: “Why. Fred. 

Valour is a niilor. And this is a mile and three- 
quarters. I have the utmost respect for your judg- 
ment. don't you know-, hut bless my bones, my horse 
will want to lay down before the finish. Valour can 
beat Peter at a mile, hut this longer distance looks 
insurmountable.” 

It was now Archer’s turn to smile. 

“Look here. Captain, the last time I roile Valour 
for you. the Irish horse had a lot left in him. Aud 
that was a mile. We have nearly three weeks yet 
to shove some longer gallops into him. I’m going 
to lad. on him and advise yon to do the same.” 
Captain Maehell immediately made inquiry at 
Tattersall’s as to the price on Valour. On being 
told that it was (hi to 1 he invested $500. Then he 
and Archer partial for the night. 

'llie next day Valour was given a mile and a 
quarter trial with Archer up anil so well did tiie 
horse acquit himself that Captain Maeliell placed 
some more money on him at tiie long odds. And as 
a commissioner for Archer did tiie same thing the 
odds were lowered to 40 to 1 and in some places 
lower. 

Meanwhile it had not emptied out that Archer was 
In ride Valour. And the public did not attach much 
importance to the money going on tiie horse at 
Tattersall’s. Manchester and other places in the 
United Kingdom. Matters ran along to the week of 
the race, with Valour progressing well in his prepa- 
ration. Three days Itefore tiie race Archer gave 
Valour such a rousing trial at a mile aud a half 
that Captain Mitchell acknowledged that he now 
thought Valour would win. All the money lie had 
wagered up to that time lmil been purely a matter 
of sentiment concerning liis horse aud “going it 
blind.” because of Archer. 

The night of the final trial tiie Alachell-Areher 
party got down some more»wagers at 33 to 1 against 
Valour. Tiie next day 20 to 1 was the best obtain- 
able. in spite of the stable money that had gone 
on tiie horse little from any other source had de- 
veloped. 

Then next day came the first intimation that 
Archer was to ride Valour in the Manchester Cup. 
Viligant, in tiie Ijondon Sportsman, said in his re- 
marks: “Archer and Valour look like a winning 

combination «m paper. The jockey possesses superla- 
tive skill, the horse superlative sliced — as far as lie 
goes. Can the great jockey nurse the Irish horse 
successfully for a mile and three-quarters V And 
what a bitter pill for Sir John Astlcy to swallow 
in that event.” 

Captain Maehell and Archer read over in tin* 
latter’s room this barometer of public opinion on the 
situation, and exchanged many a laugh and jest at 
tiie expense of Sir John Astlcy. They ixitb had met 
I’etcr’s owner that day. and while lie lmd joked witli 
them over their “forlorn ho|x\” as lie put it. tiie 
baronet seemed decidedly worried over tiie outlook. 
The day liefore llie rare Captain Maeliell put down 
another big Ixd on his horse, or rather “on Archer,” 
is lie qualified it. And then for tile first time asked 
the great jockey “how he was going to ride the 
race.” The answer he received surprised him. 

“Well. Captain, dear. I have another surprise for 
.Von.” replied Archer. “You already are guessing 
I low long I intend to wait with your horse and at 
what stage of the race 1 will make my run for tit" 
lead. Am I right V” 

On receiving a gesture of assent the jockey went 
on: “Yes. Captain. I intend to wait with Valour, 

but not exactly in the way you think, for I will 
wait in front. I will make all the running with 
your horse and die in the lead, if die I must.” 

To say that Maehell was thunderstruck is putting 
it mildly. The noted turfman, whose career for 
years was virtually a history of the British turf, 
threw up Ixdli hands, came over to Archer and 
pinched liis arm. Then lie pinched liis own arm, 
merely observing: “I have bin'll indulging in a 

good deal of dreaming ever since this race came 
up. and I want to see if this is a new dream.” 

But it was m> dream, for there stood the champion 
jockey, s'laigtil as a arrow, his intelligent-linking 
face speaking thought .and confidence in every linea- 
ment of his countenance. And Maehell said: “It’s 

ail right. Fred and me. ton. Well. I’ve gone 

everything about this race ‘blind.’ and I might as 
well go tiiis. too, about making the running for a 
lung race with a sprinter. Sn. Fred, old man. you 
for it.” Anil Hie two shook hands. 

Meanwhile Valour's g<xxl appearance at tile train- 
ing headquarters anil Archer's prestige aroused a 
great deal of public interest at Maiienester, and a 
large | a>rt ion of the vast crowd that turned out tin* 
day tin* cup was run selected the Maeliell colors as 
their standard. When business opened on the race 
tin -re was a strong public piny on Valour, notwith- 
standing thousands for I’eter and other horses in 
the race. 

At llie apiminted hour starter I. MeGcorgc took 
the big field of twenty-six horses in hand, and the 
parade past the loo. non spectators was the usual 
interesting prelude to the great struggle so soon to 
lake place. Archer and Valour and Fordham and 
I’eter came ill for the greatest attention. 

While the horses were tiling past the “bird cage” 
there was cue man who never took his glasses from 
Archer and Valour. It was Sir John Astlcy. it 
seemed as if he had a presentiment of ill furtuii'-. 

Within a few minutes a flash of color showed 
that starter MeGcorgc had sent the field away 
across llie far side of tie track. Then the Maeliell 
colors Hashed mil in front and the cry went up: 
"Archer is making llie running.” 

The Manchester course of Hint day was peculiarly 
shafted. Tiie part the cup was run over was like an 
orange, almost more turns than stretches, the long- 
est straight work in the race being less Hum 5oo 
yards in the final run to the finish. 

Here was Archer's only chance to win a long race 
with a sprinter like Valour — to race liis mount 
around Hie turns and give him a breath on the 
short stretches, then start off again oil the next 
turn 'and let the others get winded chasing him 
round and round. 

So well had Archer studied the course, the capa- 
bilities of Valour, which was marvelously speedy 
around turns, and the fact that I’eter’s lx-st races 
had been where straight work predominated, that his 
plan worked like clockwork. 

Rushing his big lu-owu horse along to tiie lead. 
Archer opened up a couple of lengths of daylight, 
that rounding the lirsi turn became half a dozen, 
-o much faster did Velour "skin the rails” than 
liis followers. <>n llie next straight Archer eased 
liis horse until the second division was almost tread 
ing on liis liwls. Then away again around the 
ant turn like a shot Archer let Valour go, opening 
up another gap as liefore. 

A mile had been covered, and as Valour seemed 
as fresli as when he started, according to Captain 
Maehell's glasses. Hint sport small, who was near 
Sir John Valley in the “bird cage.” was in great 
spirits, saying to several of liis friends who had 
also accepted the long ,xh|s on Valour: 

"Wonderful general, that Archer. I.«x>k at the 
way lie is riding uiy horse — out there, helter-skelter, 
lickity split, in a fashion that would have earned 
a stable jockey his discharge. But Archer, liis 



seemingly erratic and aimless riding is (lie result 
of long study of these conditions and probably will 
land us each a fortune on this day.” 

As the field was rounding the next to the last 
turn liefore they hit the straight run in, I’eter be- 
gan to move up. Imt while lie gained on the second 
division. Valour went so much faster around the half 
circle that there was all of ten lengths between the 
pair. 

The next Hit of straight work, the last liefore tiie 
filial, saw I’eter shut up half tin* gap between Him 
aud Valour. And t tie cry went up that Valour had 
quit. But the way that horse opened up a larger 
streak of daylight on I’eter rounding the last turn 
showed that idea to be a delusion. 

Now came the crucial moment. Only alxmt 300 
straight yards to the chair where the venerable 
Judge Clark had for years placed tiie winners and 
decided millions. And Valour, as they straightened 
• >ut. was six lengths to the gixxl. with I’eter closing 
last under Fordham’s hand and heel riding. 

So well did I’eter answer Fordham’s call that it 
looked all day with Valour, on which Atelier was 
silling still as if bis mount was completely done. 
And Captain Maeliell and Ids friends groaned in spirit 
at victory being so near and yet so far. Fifty yards 
from llie judge's chair I’eter got to Valour's girth 
and Fordham relaxed liis efforts on Sir John’s crack. 

This was ForiVtia ill's mistake and Archer's oppor- 
tunity. Tiie latter had a last lHittled-up link ou Ids 
home, waiting to use it in the filial strides, and for 
the first time in the race he sat down and rode 
Valour for all lie was worth. And it was well (hat 
lie did so. for under whip and spur I’eter was coin- 
ing again, and as the pair flashed past the judge's 
chair Valour had only just stalled off I’eter by a 
short liend. 

It was indeed the irony of fate to Sir John Astlcy. 
who had asked the jockey to step down that would 
have won him tiie great race and heavy wagers, 
while it was an unlocked for golden shower to Cap- 
tain Maehell, s topis'll from scratching a horse that 
was destined to win him $500,000. Archer’s father- 
in-law and the jockey’s friends won nearly ns much 
more. ’ 

DEATH OF CANADIAN TURFMAN. 

Toronto, tint.. September 20. — Tiie death of E. 
King- Dodds. following a long illness, occurred Sun- 
day at liis limnc in I’arkdale. Mr. Iving-Dodds was 
a valiant fighter in any cause in which he believtxl. 
A line orator and a trenchant write*. he did great 
service to the turf by liis outspoken course and 
criticism. Mr. Kiug-Dodds conducted The Canadian 
Sportsman for a sixth' of years. Five years ago he 
lost liis sight and two years ago. following an attack 
of la grippe, he became afflicted with heart trouble 
and dropsy, to wbieli lie finally succumbed. 

Mr, King-Dodds was horn at Salisbury. England, 
seventy years ago. He received liis early education 
from tutors at borne and finished at school in Scot- 
land. In 1858 he came to Canada and entered tiie 
journalistic profession.
